can bo rossonably mbde ; 

(c) any sale in accordance with che conditions of his licence by 
tho bolder of a restaurant adjunot licence.

The sudden 
change ia température is saig to 
ficcount especially for the many 
deaths among children and aged 
‘persons, chiefly among the former, 
who.._are: dying steadily of 
dysentery and other disease com- 
mon among children ia the summer 
moaths. : 

“Readers who are in the 
habit of .purchasing Macao lottery 
tickets are warned by the N.C. D. 
News that forgeries are at present 
being disposed of in Shanghai. A 
sample in the possession_of’the 
police is that of the Santa Casa de 
Misericordia de Maeao, a fairly 
g nd representation of the original 
but clumsy in important detail. The 


| genuine tickets are printed entircly 


in Portuguese, and are priced at 50 
avos, whereas the forgeries have 


_)the dates printed in English and 


the price is given-as 30 cents. It 
is scarcely. likely. that forcigners 
will be deceived by so faulty an 
imitation, but doubtless unsuspect- 
ing Chinese are helping the 
swinglers to pay printing expenses, 

Peking is a safer place to live 
in toeday than several years ago, 
and crime has been steadily on the 
decrease for the past eight years. 
This is brought out by the statistics 
supplied to the Peking Daily News 
by the Ministry of Justice. The 
figures show that in 1915 the total 
number of convicts for that year 
was 11,410, and last year the num- 
ber fell to less than half, the figures 
for 1922 being 5,480. The most 
notable decrease comes in_ the 
penal servitude for limited periods, 
that of 1915 being 5,272 and ‘that 
of 1922, 1,909. Many reasons have 
been suggested for this remark- 
able decrease in the number of

In view of the prevalence of

The proposed measures, according 
to the Acting Manager, are the 
jystallation in the gangways of 
the. ships of grilled: gates 
similar to those fitted on Canton, 
Wuctiow, Kongmeoon and other 
steamers; the 
guards on hoard and restricting 
passengers from keeping in their 
cabins more luggage than a pre- 
scribed amount so as to reduce the 
chances of smuggling arms on 
board and.’‘gaining access to them 
without difficulty, ft is proposed 
to allow passengers to have at the 
most two or three pieces of lug- 


gage under their personal care and 
control, the rest to be kept in a 


baggage room, the key of which 
will be-in the care of a responsible 
officer of the vessel. *
